GROWING SMALL FRUITS 

We are pleased and proud to 
announce the publication of a bul¬ 
letin entitled “Growing Small Fruits 
in the Prairie Provinces .’* It is 
illustrated with a series of admirable 
photographs most of which are by 
courtesy of the Division of Horti¬ 
culture, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. 

TI10 subject matter was written 
by Mr. W. R. Leslie, Superin¬ 
tendent, Dominion Experimental 
Station, Morden, Manitoba. It deals 
with recommended varieties, cul¬ 
tural and harvesting methods, pests 
and diseases of strawberries, rasp¬ 
berries, currants, gooseberries, etc. 
Tree fmits, such as apples, plums 
and cherries, are not included; but 
will, kc hope, be the subject of 
another bulletin to be published in 
the not too distant future. 

Copies are available, free of 
charge, to farmers, and rural school 
teachers and pupils in the Prairie 
Provinces. They may be obtained 
through local Line Elevator agents, 
or from Line Elevators Farm 
Service, Winnipeg or Calgary’. 

A Correction 

In our article, “Production Objec¬ 
tives,” published on February 15th, 
wo endeavoured to summarize the 
figures released by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture following 
the Dominion-Provincial Conference. 
Under “increases,” we quoted 
“cattle, 8%; calves, 10%.” One of 
our correspondents point* out that 
these particular figures relate to 
increased marketings rather than to 
production, lie thinks that “-—the 
owners of cattle are generally of the 
opinion that production has reached 
a level in the prairies, where diffi¬ 
culties could easily arise—if extensive 
drought should occur.'*

More About Extension 

Education, including so-called 
extension, is a function of provincial 
governments. Agricultural experi¬ 
mentation and research is mostly in 
Dominion Government hands. 

It is necessary to assume, at 
present, that the administrative 
features of agricultural services will 
not change materially. It might be 
advantageous to combine the exten¬ 
sion services of universities and 
provincial departments of agricul¬ 
ture. There are many arguments 
for placing experimental farms 
under a provincial administration 
with headquarters at the provincial 
university. On the other hand, 
there much to be said for an 
expansion of extension and educa¬ 
tional services through channels of 
the Dominion Department of Agri¬ 
culture. The possibility of any 
such radical measures, even if they 
are desirable, is remote. 

Two ways, at least, of improve¬ 
ment are open to us under the 
existing setup One is the expan¬ 
sion and improvement of present 
services, and the other is the co¬ 
ordination of sendees both within 
and between provinces. 

The absence of a direct adminis¬ 
trative connection between research 
and experimental institutions, 
chiefly Dominion Government and 
universities, and the extension 
services, chiefly provincial, is a 
serious weakness. As a result, many 
Dominion Government experimen¬ 
talists have, often in spite of them¬ 
selves, been successful extension 
workers. We suggest that provincial 
extension services should engage 
specialists in plant diseases, soils, 
insects, etc., to work with and 
through the agricultural representa¬ 
tives. 

Our second proposal is to the 
effect that annual or semi-annual 
Prairie Province extension confer¬ 
ences should be held, so that 
workers might benefit from an 
interchange of ideas and that our 
left hand may know what our right 
hand is doing.
